rein enemies. Nor did the death of Curlen-Mufes their-king 
any whit prejudice the Turkith proceedings: for Solyman his 
fonne fucceeded him, a Prince no leffe famous for his clemen- 
cie then his conquefts; as vidory to generous minds is onely an 
inducement to moderation. Inthis cafe under the tyrannie of 
the Turks ftood Afiathe lefle; and though there were many 
Chriftians in every citie, yet thefe vir ear roa had no other 
weapons then thofe of the Primitive Church,tears and prayers. 
But now thefe Weftern Pilgrimes arriving there,befiege the 
citie of Nice with anarmie as glorious as ever the funne be- 
held. This citie was equally beholden to-nature and art for her 
ftrength; and was formerly famous for the firft generall Coun- 
cel, called there by Conftantine againft Arius, wherein were 
affembled 318 Bifhops. The Pilgrimes had a Lombard for 
their engineer; the neighbouring wood. afforded them materj- 
als, whereof they made many warlike inftruments, and ho- 
ped fpeedily to conquer the citie. But breathed deer are not 
fo quickly caught. The Turks within being experienced foul- 
diers , defeated their enterprifes. Amd here one might have 
feen art ptomifing her {elf the vittory, and fuddenly meeting

In a defperate conflict there, the foremoft of the! - 
ww | Chriftians were miferably flain, thruft upon the weapons of 
their enemies by their fellows that followed them. The pave- 
ment fo fwam, that none could go but either through a rivulet 
of bloud, or over a bridge of dead bodies. Valour was not 
‘wanting in the Turks,but fuperlatively abundant in the Chrifti- 
ans, till night.made them leave off. Next morning mercie 
was proclaimed to all thofe that would lay down their wea- 
ons: For though bloud be the beft fauce for viGtorie, yet muft 
itnot be more then the meat. Thus was Jerufalem wonne by the 
hriftians, and *twentie thoufand Turks ‘therein flain , on the 
fifteenth of July being Friday, about three of the clock in the 
afternoon. *Tyrius findetha great myfterie in the time; becaufe 
Adam was created ona Friday, and on the fame day and houre 
our Saviour fuffered. But thefe Synchronifmes, as when they 
are naturall- they are pretty and pleafing; fo when violently 
wrefted, nothing more poore and ridiculous. 

Then many Chriftians, who all this while had lived in Jeru- |. 
falem in moft lamentable flaverie, being glad to lurk in fecret |. 
(as truth oftentimes feeketh corners as fearing her judge,though 
never as fufpecting her caufe ) came forth joyfully, wellcomed 
and embraced thee the procurers of their liberty. 

Three dayes after it was concluded, as a neceflarie piece of 
* feveritie for their defenfe, to put all the Turks in Jerufalem to 
death ; which was accordingly performed without favour to 
age or fex. The pretenfe was for fear of treafon in them, if 
the Emperour of Perfia fhould befiegethe citie. And fome flew 
them with the fame zeal wherewith Saul flew the Gibeonites; 
and thought it unfit that thefe goats fhould live in the fheeps pa- 
fture. But noble Tancred was highly difpleafed hereat, becaufe 
done in cold bloud, it being no flip of an extemporany paffion, 
but a ftudied and premeditated a@; and that againft pardon pro- 
claimed, many of them having compounded and paid for their. 
| lives aad libertie. Befides, the execution was mercileffe, upon 

fucking children, whofe not-fpeaking fpake for them; and on 
women, whofe weakneffe isa fhield to defend them againft a 
valiantman. Toconclude; Severitie hot in the fourth degree, | 
‘| islittle better then poyfon, and becometh crueltie it felf : and 
thisact feemeth tobe of the famenature. :

confequence betwixt the King and Patriarch: the Patriarch 
claiming the cities of Jerufalem and Joppa, with the apperte- 
nances; the King refufing to forrender them. . 

The Patriarch pleaded, That thefe places anciently belonged 
to his predeceffours : He fet before the King the hainoufnefle of 
facriledge;yhow great a finne it was when Princes,who fhould be 
nurfing-fathers and fuckle the Church, hall fuck from it : and 
fhewed how the Common-wealth may grow fat, but never 
healthfull,by feeding on the Churches goods. | 

On the other fide the King alledged, That the Chriftian Prin- 
ces had now purchafed Jerufalem with their bloud, and_be- 
ftowed it on him: that the Patriarchs overgrown title was 
drowned in this late conqueft; from which, as from anew |. 
foundation, all muft build their claims who challenge any right | — 
toany part inthecity. Secondly, he pleaded,it was unreafon- 
able that the King of Jerufalem thould have nothing in Jerufa- 
lem (as at this day the Romane Empctour isa very ciphre, with-

The reafon, that made him affume the 
name of a King, was thereby to ftrike the greater * terrourin- 
tothe Pagans. Thus our Kings of England from the dayes of 
King John were ftyled but Lords of Ireland, till Henry the 8. 
firft entitled himfelf King, becaufe * Lord was fleighted by the 
{editions rebells. As for that religious {cruple which Godfrey 
made, to wear a crown of gold where Chrift wore one of 
thorns, Baldwine eafily difpenfed therewith. And furely in 


| thefe things the mind is all: A crown might be refufed with | 


pride,and worn with humility. } 

Bus before his Coronation there was a tough bickering a- 
bout the city of Jerufalem. Dabert the Patriarch, onthe death 
of Godfrey, devoured Jerufalem and the towre of David in his 
hope; but coming to take poffeffion, found the place too hot for 
him. For Garnier Earl of Gretz,in the behalf of King Bald- 
wine ( who was notas yet returned from Edeffa) manned it a- 
gainft him. But fo ic happened, that this valiant Earl died 
three dayes after, which by * Dabert was counted a juft 
judgement of God upon him for his facriledge. Now

Bhis citie anciently was of great renown : bur her fortune being 
as brittle as her glaffes, fhe was fain to find neck for every-one 
of the Monarchs yokes ; and now at laft (by the affiftance of the 
* Danifh and Norvegian fleet) was fubdued by the Chriftians. 
Flefhed with this conqueft,they next befieged Tyre. Sea and 
land ,nature and art confented together to make this city ftrong: 
for it was feated in an ifland, fave that it was tacked to the con- 
tinent with a {mall neck of land; which was fortified with'ma- 
ny walls and towres. It is queftionable whether the ftrength 
or wealth of this city was greater’; but out of queftion that the 
pride was greater then either. Here the beft purples were died, 


{tracie ; and here the richeft clothes were imbroidered and ¢u- 
rioufly wrought. And though generally thofe who are beft 
with their fingers are worft with their arms, ‘yet the Tyrians 
were alfo ftout men, able mariners, and the planters of the no- 
bleft colonies inthe world. As their city was the daughter of 
Zidon, fo was it mother to Romes rivall Carthage, Leptis, U- 
tica, Cadiz, and Nola. The moft plentifull proof they gave of 
their valour, was, when for three yeares they defended them- 
{elves againft Nebuchadnezzar ; and afterwards {topped the full 
career of Alexanders conquefts ; fo that his viCtorious army 


| which did flie into other countreys, was glad to creep into this | 


citie. Yet after feven moneths fiege (fuch is the omnipotency 


of induftry) he forced it, and {tripped this lady of the fea naked 


beyond modefty and mercy, putting all therein to the {word 
that refifted, and hanged up 2000 of the prime citizens in a rank

This was the] 
fafhion of many Princes in that age ; though they did it for di- 
vers ends. Some thought to make amends for their diforder- 
Jedlives by entring into fome holy order at their deaths: O- 
thers having furfeted of the worlds vanitie, fafted from it whea 
they could eat no more becaufe of the impotency of their bo- 
{dies : Others being croffed by the world by fome misfortune, 
| fought to croffe the world again in renouncing of it. Thefe like 
i furious gamefters threw up their cards, not outof diflike of ga- 
ming but of their games and they were rather difcontented to 
live then contented to die, But we muft beleeve that Baldwine | 
did it out of true devotion, to ripen himfelf for heaven,becaufe 
he was pioufly affe&ed from his youth ; {o thatall his life was 
| reli ioully tuned, though it made the frrcetett mufick in the 
clofe. He died not long after, onthe 3a of Auguft, in the 13 
yeare of his reigne.; aad was buried with his predeceffours in 
the temple of the Sepulchre. By Morphe a Grecian Lady his 
wife, he had fonre daughters:whereof Millefent was the eldeft;

ven, and on earth Fulcher Archbifhop of Tyre fucceeded him. 
Anhoneft old man, whofe weak age was much molefted with 
the pride arid rebellion of the Hofpitallers, who lately had pro- 
cured from the Popea plenary exemption from the Patriarch. 
‘This his Holineffe did the more willingly grant, becaufe here- 
by he made himfelf abfolute mafter of all orders, pinning them 
on himfelf by an-immediate dependance, and fo bringing water 
to his mill by a ftraighter and nearer ftream. But hereby the en- 
tireneffe of Epifcopall jurifdiction. was much maimed and 
mangled , and every.

Now asthefe Hofpitallers wronged the power of the Bi- 
fhops, fo didthey rob the profit of poore-Priefts, refufing to 
pay any tithes of their Mannours, which contained many pa- 
rifhes (fo that the Paftours who fed the flocks, were ftarved 
themfelves ; and having laboured all day in the vineyard, were 
at night fent fupperleffe to bed) the Hofpitallers pleading that 
the Pope had freed them from thefe duties ; as ifam acquittance 
under the hand of his Holineffe was fufficient to difcharge them 
from paying of tithes, adebt due to God.

Seeondly, the true caufe of theill fuccefle was the vitiouf- 
neffe of the undertakers. For Germany.at this time furfeted of 
dewd people ; and: thofe grew the fatteft which lived on the 
high-wayes. But this voyage robbed the whole countrey of her 
* theeves ; and then no wonder if they found their death in A- 
fia, who deferved it in Europe. Heare what * Otho Frifingen- 
fis, who.went this voyage, fpeaketh impartially in the matter : 
“© Tf we fhould fay that Bernard that holy Abbot was in{fpired 
“© by Gods Spirit to incite us to this warre, but we through our 
“ pride and wantonneffe not_obferving: his holy commands 
«© defervedly brought on our felves the lofle of our goods and 
“ lives, we fhould fay nothing but what is agreeable to reafon, 
‘© and to ancient examples. However, it was-an heavy afflicti- 
on to S. Bernards aged backto bear the reproch of many peo- 
ple: it being a great grief for one to be generally condemned as 
guilty, for want of proof of his innocen¢y. And though God 
ferhis hand to S. Bernards teftimoniall by the many * miracles’ 
which that Father wrought, yet ftill fome-challenged him for a 
counterfeit. Se a eS 

And furely this humiliation was both wholefome and necef- 
fary for him, For the people, who cannot love without doting, 
nor approve without admiring, were too much tranfported 
with an high opinion of this man and his directions ; as if that 
arrow could not miffe the mark which came out of S. Bernards 
bow. Wherefore this, mifcarriage came very feafonably to a- 
bate’ their over-towring conceits of him ; and perchance his 
own of himfelf. And no doubt he madea good ufe of this bad 
accident. The leffe his fame blazed, the more his devotion 
burned ; and the cutting ‘pff.of his top, made him’ take deep 


root, and to be made morttraly humbled and fanctifted. In his: 


book of * Confideration hi¢ maketh a modeft defenfe ‘of him- 
felf; whither we referrethe reader. To conclude ; The devoti- 
on of this man was out of -queftion fo negleding this world, 
that he even did fpit. out that preferment which was dropped 
into his mouth: But as for his judgement, it was not alwayes 
the belt, which gave occafion to the proverb, Bermardus non

affe@ed the Crown for himfelf : which accufation this Earl 
could never wholly wipe off. For flender and lean flanders 
quickly confume themfelves , but he that is braided with an 
hainous crime (though falfe) when the wound is cured, his cre- 
dit will be killed with the fearre.

Whoas fhe had foretold the day of the defeat, fo 
on the fame fhe profeffed that the faw ina vifion Chrift and his 
Angels rejoycing. For the loffe of the earthly Canaan was gain 
tothe heavenly , peopling ic with many inhabitants, who were 
conquerours in their overthrow; whileft they * requited Chrifts 
affion, and died for him who fuffered for them. But for the 
truth both of the doGrine and hiftorie hereof, none need bur- 
den their beleef farther then they pleafe. We will conclude all 
with Roger Hovedens witty defcant on the time: *When Jeru- 
falem was wonne by the Chriftians,and afterwards when it was 
loft, an Urbane was Pope of Rome, a Frederick Emperour of 
Gemmany,an Heraclius Patriarch of Jerufalem.But by his leave, 
though the firft of his obfervations be true, the fecond is a flat 
falficie, the third a foul miftake, and may thus be mended: (It is 
charity to lend a crutch to alame conceit ) When the Croffe 
was taken from the Perfians, Heraclius was Emperour ; and 
when it was taken fromthe Turks, Heraclius was Patriarch. 
Thus thefe curious obfervations (like over-{mall watches) not 
one of a hundred goeth true. Though it cannot be denied, but 
the fame name (as Henry of England,one the winne-all another 
the lofe-all in France) hath often been happy and unhappy in 
founding and confounding of kingdomes. But fuch nominall 
toyes are rags not worth a wife mans ftooping to take them up.

~ But Frederick the Emperour , being now entring into the 
Holy land,, was to the = grief of all Chriffians fud- 
denly taken away, being drowned in the river of Saleph; a 
river (fuch is the envie of Batbarifme obfcuring all places ) 
which cannot accurately be known at this day, becaufe this’ 
new name is a ftranger to all ancient maps. If he went into 
wath himfelf, as fome write, he neither confulted with his 
health norhonour: Some fay, his horfe foundred under him 
as he paffed the water; others, that he fell from him. But thefe |. 
feverall relations, as varietie of inftruments, make a dolefull 
confort in this, chat there he Joft‘his life: and no. wonder, if 
the'cold water quickly quenched thofe few {parks of natural!

\ N JE have now at our leifure overtaken the {nail-like 
fiege of Ptolemais, ftill flowly creeping on. Before tt 
the Chriftians had not onely a Nationall but an Oecumenicall 
army; the abridgement of the Chriftian world: Scarce a ftate 
or populous citic in Europe bue had here fome competent

It was vainly hoped, that after this vi€torie the citie would 
be furrendred: but the Turks ftill bravely defended it, though 
moft of their houfes were burnt and beaten down, and the ci- 
tie reduced to a bare fceleton of walls and towres. They} . 
fought as well with their wits as weapons, and both fides de- 
vifed ftrange defenfive and offenfive engines: fo that Mars 
himfelf, had he been here prefent, might have learnéd to fight, 
and have taken notes from their pra€tice. Mean time famine | 
raged amongft the Chriftians; and though fome provifion was 
now and then brought in from Italy ( for fo farre they fetch- 
ed it) yet thefe {mall fhawres after great droughts parched 
the more, and rather raifed then abated their hunger. 

Once more we will take our farewell of this fiege for a 
twelve-moneth: But we muft not forget that at this time, be- 
fore the walls of Prolemais the Teutonick order, or * Dutch | ,™s#fters de 
Knights ( which fince the dayes of Baldwine the fecond lived |.

Oon after; Saladine the terrour of the Eaft ended his life, 
Shaving teigned fixteen yeares. Confider him asa man, or a 
Prince, he was both wayes admirable. 

Many Hiftorians (like fome painters, which rather fhew 
their skill in drawing a curious face tien in making it liketo him | ° 

{whom it fhould refemble) defcribe Princes rather what they 
fhould be then what they were; not fhewing fo much their 

| goodneffe as their own wits. But finding this Saladine fo gene- 
rally commended of all writers, we have no caufe to diftruft 
this his true character. ; | 

His wifdome was great, in that he was ableto advife , and 
greater, in that he was willing to be advifed : Never fo wedded 
to his own refolves, but on good ground he would be divorced 
from them. His valour was not over-free, but would well an- 
{wer the fpurre when ‘néed required. In his victories he was 
much beholden to the advantage of feafon, place,and number; 
and feldome wrefted the garland of honour from an arm as 

_.{ ftrong as his own. He ever marched-in perfon into the field, 
remembring that his predéceffours,the Caliphs of Egypt,brake 
themfelves by ufing Fact8urs,and imploying of Souldans. His 
temperance was great, diet {paring,fleep moderate, not to pani- 
per nature, bat keep it in repair. His greateft recreation was va- 
riety and exchange of work. Pleafures he rather fipped then 
drank off; fometimes, more to content others then pleafe him- 
felf. Wives he might have kept fans number , but ftinted him- 
felf to oneor two; ufing them rather for pofterity then wan- 
tonneffe. His juftice to his own people was remarkable ; his 
promife with his enemies generally well kept. Much he did tri- 
umph in mercy: Fierce. in fighting, mild in conquering ; and 
having his enemies in his hand, pleafed himfelf more inthe 

ower thenact of revenge. His liberality would have drained 
bis treafure , had itnot had a great and quick f{pring, thofe 
Eaftern parts being very rich. Serviceable men he would pur- 

| chafe on any rate ;and fometimes his gifts bare better propor- 
tion to his own greatneffe then the receivers deferts. V 
bribes he would give to have places betrayed unto him, and 
often effe@ed that with his gold which he could not do with 
his fteel. Zealous he was in his own religion, yet not violent 
againft Chriftians qua Chriftians. Scholarfhip cannot be ex-

This 
Lady was foure times married: firft, to Humphred Prince of 
Thorone;then to the three fucceflive Kings of Jerufalem, Con- 
rade, Henry, and this Almerick. He was alfo King of Cyprus ; 
and the Chriftians in Syria promifed themfelves much aid from 
the vicinity of that Ifland. But though he was neare to them, 
he was farre from helping them, making pleafure all his work; 
being an idle, lazy, worthleffe Prince. But I trefpaffe on that 
politick rule, Of Princes we muft {peak thé belt, or the leaft ; if 
that be not intended, when the truth is folate that danger is en- 
tailed upon ‘it. | 
In his time, Henry Emperour of Germany, indicted by his

Pope 
Celeftine the third fent his Legates about to promote this fer-

Ome we now to the full and foul indiétment wherewith 
hefe Albingenfes are charged: That‘ they gave no reve- 
rence to * holy places; rejected the baptifme of infants; held 
that temporall power was grounded in grace ; that it was a me- 
ritorious work to perfecute the Priefts of Rome and their fub- 
jects: With the Adamites they went naked (an affront ro na- 
ture; ). with the Manicheans they made two firft caufes, God 
of good, the devil of evil; held community of all things, even 
of wives amongft them ; were * forcerers and conjurers (pre- 
tending to command the devil, when they moft obeyed him) 
guilty of inceft, buggery, and more unnaturall finnes, whereby 
men (as it-were) runne backward to hell. . 

No whit affrighted with this terrible accufation, many late 
writers dare be their advocates to defend them, though confef- | . 
fing them guilty of fome of thefe, but not info high and hai-| - 
nous a manner as they are accufed. | 

True it is, becaufe moft in that age ranne riot in adoring of 
Churchies (as if fome inherent fanétity was cieled to their roof, 
or plaiftered totheir walls; yea, fuch as might more ingratiate 
with God the perfons and prayers of people there affembled) 
the Waldenfes (out of that old errour not yet worn out, That 
the beft way to ftraighten what is crooked, isto over-bow it) 
denied Churches that relative holineffe and fit reverence due 
untothem. Baptifme of infants they refufed not (though * S. 
Bernard, taking it rather from the rebound then firft rife, char- 
geth them therewith) but onely deferred it till ic might be ad- 
miniftred by one of their own Minifters ; their tender confci- 
| ences not digefting the Popifh baptifme, where clear water by: 

Gods ordinance, was by mans additions made a falve or plaifter. 
That dominion was founded in grace, feemeth to be their ve- 
ry opinion: Yea, it hangeth as yet in the Schools on the file, and | |

Bur grant ita great errour (for wicked men fhall be arraigned 
before God, not as ufurpers, but as tyrants ; not for not having 
right, but not right ufing the creatures)yet herein they proceed- 
ed not fo farreas the Papifts now-a-dayes, to unthrone and de- 
pofe excommunicated Princes: So that they who do moft, 
have leaft caufe to accufethem.

Secondly, the frailty (that {quire 
of the body) attending on mans nature ; yea, he fhall be im- 
mortall. who liveth till he be ftoned by one without ‘fault.

The parties, place, and time were agreed on 5 who, 
where, when they fhould difpute: buts» five nothing was ef- 
feted. Yea, who ever knew conferences in fo great oppofiti- 
ons to ripen kindly, and bring any fruit to perfeCtion? For many 
come rather for faction then fatisfaction, refolving to carry

But now words ended in blows, the Pope onely entertaining

At laft the King of Aragon taking the Earl of Montfort on 
the advantage(fhooting him as it were betwixt wind and water, 
the ending of the old and beginning of new Pilgrimes) forced 
him toa battel.

Hereupon next {pring a numerous armie fet forwardto Pa-

| Nilus ; and there was no fear to want bread in that the granary 

| ofthe world. That according tothe rule, Plus aximi eff infe.| 
renti* periculum , quam propulfanti , the Chriftians would be 
‘| heartened, but the Egyptians difcouraged in the invafion of E- 
eypt. The fad fpectacle of their countreys vaftation would dif- 
turb their minds, make them diffident of their own worth, and 
{ unfufficient co maintain their caufe. Laftly,the Cheiftians might 
leave when they lift, referving at all times Ptolemais to enter- |' 
tain them, in cafe fortune fhould croffe their defignes. | 

- But the reafons to the contrary wanted not. weight but 
weighing. They confidered not (what was obje&ed) That to 
invade a {trong entirecountrey without having a partie within 
it to fide with them, was to endeavour to cleave a tree with a 
beetle without a wedge. Befides, Egypt was an exception from 
the rules of all other countreys,& had certain locall maximes of 
leading of an armie appropriated to 1t-4lone. That Valour mutt 
needs have the fall, when it wreftlech with Nature it felf, and 
fighteth againft bogs;rivers) and'inundations. Bhat it was more. 
agreeable to teafon, firft to xecover-and defend what once. was 
their own, before they attempted other mens poffeffions. That 
thefe their forces afforded little hopd of vidtory in another 
Kingdome, which were not able t6 clear their own countrey, 
and the forts in Syria, from fo dangerous an enemy. Laftly , 
That the Egyptians fighting for their-fathers, wives, and chil-: 
dren, would raife their valour to the higheft point of refolution. 
Thefe arguments notwithftanding, the watch-word was given 
for Egypt; whither all addreffedthemfelves.......0° 
| And here began the difcords betwixt King John and the. 
Popes Legate, who challenged not onely an influence but a 
predominancy in everything, and would dictate to the Gene- 
ral} what hie fhould doin martiall affairs :.He prefumed on his. 
book-learning to controll the practice of experienced captains 
by his military {peculations. The King ftormed. hereat, thew~ 
ing there were fome myfteries in the Captain-craft not com- 
-| municable to-driy which had not ferved the trade, :'and which 
the heart ofa Scholar was too narrow to contain; That though. 
Scholarfhip was a ftock-fit to graffany profeffion’on, yet fome 
good time is requifite thereunto;and that they muft. not think to

‘rences : Wherefore he forbad him to meddle with martial] 
matters, challenging them to belong to his own difpofall. But 
Pelagius the Legate: highly opinioned of his own fufficiencie, 
asif his place made him infallible in every thing, and loth to 
confeffe himfelf befides the cuthion whileft he far in the chair, 
would have an oar inall actions. He held this conclufion, That|- 
thegenerall rules of warre were eafily known; and as for the 
qualification of them pro exigentia hic dy nunc, herein reafon| 
was the key of the work, which {cholars having moft perfed, 
ed by learning, were thereby the moft competent judges what 
fhould be done on all occafions. How dearly the Chriftians 
payed for this his errour, and how this difcord,fmothered fora 
while, brake out, we fhall fee hereafter.

; Thirdly, they were to grapple with the fort of Pharia, a

| fuddenly falling brained many,bruifed more of their own men; 


and all who felt not the blow, were ftricken with the fright. 
King John comfotted his fouldiers difcouraged hereat, defiring 
them to apprehend actions by their true caufes ; and as not to 
vaunt of blind victories, fo not tobe difmayed at cafuall mif- 
haps, fo purely: accidentall, that there was no guard againft 
them in the {chools of defenfe, either of wifdomeor valour. 
By his advice a more fubftantiall towre. was built, the rareft 


- | piece in that kind the world ever faw ; by the manning where- 


of, after many bloudy affauits,they maftered the fort of Pharia. 

Fourthly, they had to do with Meladine King of Egypt,who 
lay befides them, conftantly furnifhing the citie with men and 
viduals, and -exercifing the, Chriftians, with continuall skir- 
mifhes. In one, with his wild-fire he didthem much harm, and 
King John was dangeroufly fcorched,. Byt feeing that. the 
Chriftians hewed ‘their way through the rocks of all difficul- 
ties, he propounded peace unto them by the mediation of No- 
radine his brother, King of Damafcus ; profering them, if they 
would depart, to reftore them the true Croffe, the citie of Je- 
rufalem, and allthe land ofPaleftine.  ——- tes 

* The Englifh, French, and Italians would have embraced 
the conditions, pleading, That honourable peace was the centre 
of warre, where it fhould reft , That they could not fatisfie 
their confcience to rob thefe Egyptians of their lands without 
a {peciall command from God; That it was good wifdome to 
take fo defperate a debt whenfoever the payment was tendred , 
otherwife, if they would not be content with their arms full, 
they might perchance return with their hands.emptie. 

But the Legate would no wayes confent, ema this’ voy- 
age was undertaken not onely for the recovery 0 
for the exftirpation of the Mahometane {uperftition. And here- 
in no doubt he followed the inftructions of his mafter, whofe 
endin-this warre was, That this warre fhould have no end, but 
be alwayes in doing though never done. He knew.it was dan-

Not long after, Damiata having been 
befieged one yeare and {even moneths, was taken without re- 
fiftance ; plague and famine had made fuch a vaftation therein. 
The Chriftians entred wich an intent to kill all, but-eheir anger 
foon melted into pity, beholding the citieall beftrawed with 
corpfes. The fight was bad, and the fent was worfe, forthe 
dead killed the living. Yea, Gods {word had left their {word 
no work : Of * threefcore and ten thoufand but three thoufand 
remained; whi had their lives pardoned on condition to cleanfe 
the citie: which imployed them a quarter of a yeare. Hence the 
Chriftians marched and took the citie of Taniss and foon after 
the Pope fubftituted * John de Columna,a Cardinall, Legate in

(trong barred chefts, the merchants of Egypt and India had 
locked up their treafure. A full yeare the Chriftians ftayed 
here, contented to make this inne their home. .Here arofe new 
difcords betwixt the King and the new Legate, who by vertue 
of his Legation challenged Damiata for his Holineffe, which 
by publick agreement was formerly affigned to the King. Bren 
in anger returned to Ptolemais, both to puff out his difcontents | 
in private, & to teach the Chriftians his worth by wanting him: 
For prefently they found themfelves at a loffe , neither could 
they ftand ftill without difgrace, nor go on without danger. 
The Legate commanded them to march up; but they had too 
{much fpiric tobe ruled by a Spirituall man, and {wore notto 
| ftirre a ftep except the King was with them. Meffengers there- 
fore were fent to Prolemais to fetch him. They found himo 
a fteelic nature; once through-hot,long in cooling : yet by pro- 
mifing him he fhould have his own defires, they over-per{wa- 
ded him not to ftarvean armie by feeding his own humours.

. The crafty Egyptians (of whom it is true, what is faid of the 
Parthians, Their flight is more to be feared then their fight) ran 
| away, counterfeiting cowardlineffe.. The Chriftians triumphed 
hereat ; as if the filly fith fhould réjoyce’ that he had caught the 
fifherman, when he had fwallowed his bait. The Legate hug- 
ged himfelf inhis own happineffe, chat he had given. fo fuc- | 
ceffefull advice. And now ‘fee how the garland of their victo- 
ry proved the halter to ftrangle them. .

See here the land of Egypt turned in an inftant into the E- 
oyptian fea ! See an army of fixty thoufand, as the neck of one 
man, {tretched on the block, and waiting the fatall ftroke ! Ma- 
ny curfed the Legate, and their own rafhnefle, that they fhould 
follow the counfel of a gowned man (all whofe experience 
was clafpedina book) rather then the advice of experienced 
captains. But too late repentance, becaufe it foweth not in fea- 
fon, reapeth nothing but unavoidable miferie. et 4 ie 
Meladine King of Egypt feeing the conftancy.and patience of | 
the Chriftians, was moved with. compaffion towards them. 
He had of himfelf ftrong inclinations to Chriftianity , wearie 
of Mahometanifme, and willing to break that prifon, but for 
watchful! jaylers about him. He. profered the Chriftians their 
lives,on condition they would quit the countrey-and reftoreDa- 
miata. They accepted the conditions,and fent meffengers to Da- 
miata to prepare them for the furrendring of it. But they with- 
in the citie,being themfelves fafe on fhore, tyrannized on their 
poore brethren in fhipwrack ; pretending, That this armie of 
Pilgrimes deferved no pity, who had invited this misfortune on 
themfelves by their own rafhnefle ; That if they yeelded up this 
citie for nothing, which coft fo many lives, they fhould betray 
themfelves,to the derifion of the whole world ; That if thefe 
perifhed, more men might be had, but no more Damiata’s ; be-. 
ing a place of fuch importance, it:would always be a {naffle in 
the mouth of the Egyptian King. On the other fide, the friends 
of the diftreffed Chriftians confeffed,T hat indeed their voyage 
was unadvifed and juftly to be blamed ; yet worfe and more 
|inconfiderate projects have armies oft undertaken, which, if 


paffed not onely without queftioning but wigh commendati- 
ons: But this is the mifery of mifery, that thofe who are moft 
afflicted of God, fhall be moft condemned of men. Wherefore | | 
they requefted them to pity their brethren, and not to leave 
them in this forlorn eftate. Howclamourous-would their inno- 
cent bloud be inthe court of Heaven, to fue for revenge on 
thofe who forfook them inthis diftreffe! And grant Damiata 
acitie of great confequence ; yet cities in themfelves were but 
dead things, and men were the fouls to enliven them: fo that} — 
thofe fouldiers which wonne Damiata,if preferved alive,might 
haply recover as ftrong a citie afterwards. 
But finding their arguments not to prevail, they betook 
themfelves to arms, by force to compell the adverfe party to.

refigne the citie. King John alfo threatned, in cafe they denied 
to furrender jt, to give up to Meladine Ptolemais in Syria in 
exchange for Damiata. At laft, according to the agreement, 
Damiata was reftored to the Turks, and the Chriftian armie let 
out Of che trap wherein it was taken. Meladine out of his prince- 
ly goodneffe furntthed them with * victuals,and with horfes to 
carry their feeble perfons upon.” Aad thus the Chriftians had 
the greateft blow given them without a blow given them ; the 
Egyptians obtaining their viGory not by bloud but by water. |

f Pini was alfo concluded a peace with the Turks for eight 
eares. And now matters being fettled as well as they 
might be in Syria, King John took-a journey to Rome; where 
he was bountifully feafted; and honourably entertained by the 
Pope. Here it was agreed (whetherat the firft by his volugtg- 
ry offer, or working of others, it appeareth not) that he thould 
refigne the Kingdome of Jenafalem to Frederick the fecond, 
Germane Emperour, who was at dpe the fole daughter 
of King John by his firft wife ; though by afecond he had ano- 
ther, Martha, married to Robert Emperour of Conftantinople: 
fo that he was father in: law ‘both. to Easperour of Eaft and 
Weitt. _ s i | < | 

Some condemned his refignation as an unadvifed act ; as if 
he had firft parted from his. wits, who would willingly part 
from a Kingdome; whileft-othess. commend his difcretion: For 
firft, his wife was dead, in whofe right he held his Kingdome, 
and thereby a doore was opened for other litigious pretenders 
tothe Crown. Secondly,it was policie,fugere ne fugaretur: yea, 
this was no flight, but an honourable departure. Well he knew 
the Turks power to invade, and his own weaknefle to defend 
what was left in Sytia: So that finding the weight too heav 
for himfelf, he did well co lay it on ftronger fhoulders. Third. 
ly, before his refignation he had littlemore thenatitle : and 
after-it he had ~e leffe , men having fo tunectheir tongues

Jerufalem, that he was fo called to the|

The truth was, he was not yet ripe for fuch an expedition. 
The Pope was afraid of his valour, he of the Popes treache- 
ry, and more feared him behind his back then the Turk before 
his face. He was loth to let go the Eagle he had in hand, to 
catch the little bird that was inthe bufh. Wherefore as yet he 
refufed to go, pleading that the eight yeares truce which King 
Bren had made with the Turks, was not yet expired ’;. before 
which time co fight againft them, was to fight againft God and 
confcience : and that it was no way to propagate the Faith by 
breach of faith. a 

Pope Honorius continued ftill to put him in mind of bis 
promile: Yea, he rubbed his memory fo roughly, he fetched 
off the skinne, with his threats and menaces. But before Fre- 
dericks journey began, Honorius his life ended, and Gregory | Mar. 
the niath fucceeded him; whoat the firft dafh excommunica-| 19. 
ted the Emperour for his delay. | | 
_ Know by the way, that his name-fake Gregory the feventlr 
(otherwife: Hildebrand) firft hanfelled his excommunication 
on Henry the fourth. Before his time the Imperiall majeft 
(what is obferved of the Seal, that it is never hit with thun- 
der) was never fulminated againft with excommunication: af- 
terward nothing more ufuall ; till the commonneffe of thofe 
thunderbolts caufed their contempt, and the Emperours na- 
tures were fo ufed to this phyfick it would not work with 
them. Of late his Holineffe is grown more advifed, very {pa-

On faileth Earl Richard, and fafely arriveth at Ptolemais; 
where he is well welcomed,efpecially by the Clergie,folemnly 
finging, * Bleffed ss he that cometh in the name of the Lord. He pto- 
claimed, No Chriftian fhould depart for want of pay ; for he 
would entertain any, and give them good waves that would do 
work in this warre. But he found the Chriftians there fhivered 
into feverall factions, and the two great Orders, Hofpitallers 
and Templars, two great confufions of the Holy caufe. Of thefe 
the Hofpitallers were the feniors in ftanding, their originall be- 
ing dated eighteen yeares before the Templars ; and therefore 
challenged {uperiority. But that which made the younger bro- 
ther fo brisk, was, that he was his fathers darling. The Tem- 
plars in all their broils had {upport from the Pope, becaufe the 
others were fufpected to have a {mack of the Imperial! faction. 
This made them adtive, daring, offering of affronts : And what

/ The Sultans in Syria (for the Turkifh power there was divi- 
ded into feverall Sulcanies,as thofe of Damafcus, * Cracci,Seif- 
fer,but Babylon the chiefeft) hearing of Richards preparations, 
profered peace unto him. But whileft as yet the conditions were 
in fufpenfe, Richard fortified Askelon (in all the bunch there} 
| was nota better key, or harbour of more importance) not one- 
ly to ftrength but ftate, with marble pillars and ftatues ; though: 
the filent ruines thereof at this day confeffe not to the beholders 
that any fuch coft was ever beftowed there. He alfo caufed the 
corpfes of the Chriftians killed at the late battel at Gaza, and 
hitherto unburied, decently to be interred; and appointed an 
annuall falarie to a Prieft to pray for their fouls. Hereby he had 
the happineffe with littlecoft to purchafe much credit ; and the 
living being much taken with kindneffe to the dead, this bury- 
ing of thofe Chriftians, with pious perfons wonne him as much 
repute as if he killed fo many Turks. 8 

At laft the truce for ten yeares was concluded with the Sul- 
tan; all Chriftian captives were difcharged and fet free, many 
forts of them reftored, and matters for the main reduced to the 

fame eftate they were at the firft peace with Frederick the Em- 
|perour: and Richard returning through Sicily and by Rome, 
where he vifited his Holineffe, fafely came home to England : 
W here he was welcomed with bad news, that a difcontented 
Cornifh man, banifhed for his mifdemeanours, had found out 
tinne-mines in * Bohemia; which afterwards more affwaged

Two of our Englith Richards were at Paleftine; one famous 
for drawing his {word, the other his purfe. He wasalfo remar- 
kable herein, that he brought all his men and thips fafe home 
(next of kin toa miracle) and none will deny, but that in fuch 
dangerous adventures a {aver is a gainer. One good he got 
hereby, This journey brought him into play amongft forrein 
Princes ; henceforward the beyond-fea-world took notice of 
him, and he of it. Never would he have had the face to have 
courted the Crown Imperiall, if thefe his travels had not put 
boldneffe-and audacity into him, which made him afterwards a 
{tiff rivall to bid for. the Empire of Germany.

| then can expeét leffe then an impregnable place, where fo much 


coft was fown ¢ Which driveth us to conceive one of thefe 
three things ; Either that the weakneffle of this citie was chief- 
ly in the defenders hearts ; Or elfe that formerly there happen- 
ed fome blind and filent dif{poiling of this place not mentioned 
by Authours ; Or laftly, chat Jerufalem was a Jericho, I mean, 
a place curfed in building ; like Pharaohs lean kine,never a whit 
the fatter for devouring much meat ; and which ftill went in 
rags, though her friends beftowed change of raiment upon her. 

Thus this city, after that it had been poffeffed fifteen yeares 
by the Chriftians, was wonne by this barbarous people, never 
fince regained to our religion. Sleep, Jerufalem, fleep in thy ru- 


| ines, at this day of little beauty and leffe {trength, famous one- 
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ly for what thou haft been. 

The Chriftians flying out of Jerufalem with their families, 
took their courfe towards Joppa; but looking back,beheld their 
own enfignts advanced on the citie-walls, fo done in policie by 
their enemies... Whereupon their credulity thus commented, 
That their fellows had beaten the Corafines in Jerufalem, and 
by thefe* banners invited them to return : But going back, they 
found but cold (or rather too hot) entertainment, being flain 
every mothers child of them. Dull noftrils ! not to fent fo ftale 
and rank a ftratageme of their foes, fo often ufed,fo eafily defeat- 
eds notto fend fome fpies to taft the bait before all fwallow- 
ed it.

But furely the foundation of their difcontents lay much 
lower,being an old enmity betwixt che two nations;and Robert 
Earl of Artois ufed Earl - William:and his men with much dif-

_ This Robert ftood much on the, Royaltie of his defcent, be- 
ing brother to King Lewis, though nothing of kin in conditi- 
ons, being as bountiful to deal injuries and affronts as the other 
alms and charitable deeds. The Englith Earl,though he ftood on 
the lower ground in point of birth, yet conceived himfelf to 
even him in valour and martiall knowledge. And though godly 
King Lewis ufed all his holy-water to quench thefe heart-burn- 
_ '| ings, his fucceffle anfwered not his pains, much leffe his defires; 
onely his cooling pet{wafions laid their enmities for the-prefent 
fairly afleep, 
_ Amidft thefe broils. died Meladine the Egyptian King. A 
worthy Prifice he was;though fome write very courfely of him: 
_| as he muft rife early, yea, not at all g0 to bed, who will have |. 
. |€very ones good word. Let Chriftians {peak of him as they 
found: whofe courtefies to them when they were half-drown- 
ed in Egypt, if they will not confeffe, they deferve to be whol- 
ly drowned for their ingratitude. In the latter end of his age he 
quite loft the good will of his fubjets, and lived unloved, and 
died unlamented, though a deferving and fortunate man, which 
oftentimes covereth a multitude of faults. The chief reafon 
whereof was, becaufe they fufpected him to be unfound in his 
religion, and offering to Chriftianity : Befides, having reigned 
above thirty yeares, his government became ftale ; and good 
things, if of long continuance, grow tedious, they being rather 
affected for their variety then true worth : Laffly, the rifing

Rom Damiata the French marched up towards Cairo ; the 
governour whereof offended with Melechfala; promifed to 


_| deliver that regall citieto the French. With fome danger and 


more difficulty they paffed an arm of Nilus, being condu@ted by 
a fugitive Saracen to a place where it was foordable. Hence 
Earl Robert marched forward with athird part of the army,and 
fuddenly affaulting the Turks in their tents (whileft Melechfala 
was abfent in folemnizing a feaft) put them to flight. Hereupon 
this Earl proclaimed himfelf in his hopes Monarch of the 
world : This blow made his enemies reel, the next would fell 
them: Now {peed was more needfull then ftrength : This late 
victory, though gotten, was loft ifnot ufed : What though they 
were not many ¢ the fewer the adventurers, the greater the 
gain: Let them therefore forwards, and fet on the whole power 
of the Turks, which was incamped not farre off. 

But the Mafter of the Templars, in whom the fap of youth 
was well dried up, advifed the Earl to ftay and digeft the ho- 
nour he had gotten, expecting the arrivall of the reft of their 
armie: for the work was weighty they undertook, and needed 
two fhoulders, the united ftrength of the Chriftians,effeQually 
to manage it : His fouldiers were weary, and mutt be refrefhed ; 
and it was madneffe to ftarve them to day in hope of a feaft to 
morrow: That they wereto march through a ftrange countrey, 
and their beft inftrutours were behind : let them ftay for cheit 
lantern, and not goin the dark. He minded him that he over- 


{valued his victory, not confidering the encinies ftrength, whofe 


harveft was not {poiled by lofing an handfull of men.

Here the Earl of Sarisbury interpofed himfelf to make peace, 
and to perfwade Robert to liften to the wholefome counfel 
that was given him.But his good will was rewarded with Cow- 
ard, Daftard, Englifh-tail, and fuch like contumelious terms. 
Wherefore faid our Earl, Well, Generall, on in Gods name ; 
* I beleeve this day you fhall not dare to come nigh my hor- 
{es tail. And now the touchftone muft tell what is gold, what is 
braffe. 
i} Marching on, they aflaulted the caftle of Mauzar, and were 
) {notably repulfed ; and Melechfala coming in with his whole 
ftrength, hemmed them in onevery fide. The Chriftians were 
but the third part of the armie ; and at the prefent, they thtem- 
felves were fcarce the half of themfelves, being faint for want 
of refrefhing. Yet never fhall one reade more valour in fo little 
avolume: They played their parts moft ftoutly. As for the 
French Earl who wenton like thunder, he went out like {moke, 
crying to the Earl of Sarisbury, Flee, flee, for God fighteth a- 
gainft us. To whom our Earl, God forbid my fathers fonne 
fhould flee from the face of a Saracen. The other feeking to fave 
himfelf by the fwiftneffe of his horfe,and croffing the river,had 
there water enough to drown him, but too little to wath from 
him the ftain of rafhneffe and cowardife. Thus died the Earl of 
Artois : who had in him the parts of a good Generall, burt in- 
verted and in tranf{pofition,bold in counfel,fearfull in execution. 
| He was one of that princely quaternion of brothers which came 
hither at this voyage,and exceeded each other in fome quality ; 
Lewis the Holieft, Alphonfe the Subtilleft, Charles the Stout- 
eft, and this Robert the Proudett. 
As for the Earl of Sarisbury,he refolved to fell his life at fuch | 
a rate that the buyer fhould little boaft of his peny-worth,flay- 
ing many a Turk ; and though unhorfed and wounded in his 
legs, ftood on his honour when he could not ftand on his feet ; 
and refufing all quarter, upon his knees laid about him like a de- 
{perate man. The longer he fought, the fewer wounds he had ; 
and there at laft he breathed forth his foul inthe midft of his 
enemies. Of all the Chriftians there efcaped no more then two 
Templars, one Hofpitaller,and one common fouldier, the mef-' 
fengers of this heavy news.

I ‘is eafier tobe conceived then expteffed,what generall grief 
this dolefull news brought to the French; who followed not 
farre off, and who before liad caufe enough to forrow for them- 
felves: For the plague began to rage furioufly amongft them, 
and daily {wept away thoufands. Mean time good King Lewis 
fent many of the weakeft and impotenteft people down the ri- 


| ver to Damiata, there to enjoy the benefit of privacie, good at- 


tendance,and phyfick. Melechfala having intelligence hereof, 


| met them by the way ; and fettifig upon them (having neither 


arm to-fight,nor legs to runne away) either burned or drowned 
them all, fave one Englifh man, Alexander Giffard (whofe anci- 
ent and famous.family flourifheth to this day at Chellington in 
Staffordfhire) who wounded in five places of his bodie,efcaped 
tothe French, and reported what had happened to the reft. 
And by this time Melechfala underftood of the corre{pon- 
dency betwixt King Lewis and the governour of Cairo, for the 
betraying of the city: Whereupon he caufed him fuddenly to 
be apprehended, whereby the French King loft all hopes to ob- 
tain that place ofimportance. Yea, now full willingly would 
the Chriftians have accepted the terms formerly offered them ; 
and now their hungry ftomachs would make dainties of thofe 
conditions which before, when full of pride, they threw away 
as fragments. But the Turks now fleighted them as not worth 
the treating with ; and as knowing that thefe Frenchmen, who 


at their firft landing were more then men, would at laft be lefle | _

_ Then began the French Lords to per{wade King Lewis to

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provide for the fafety of his own perfon, and to return to Da- 
miata. They told him, That if he ftayed with them,there was no 
hope grounded on probability (and what was any other but a 
wilfull {elf-delufion? )of his efcaping:Ifhe were killed, his death 
would be aliving fhame to their religion ; iftaken prifoner,how 
would Mahomet infult over Chrift ! The captivity of che moft 
Chriftian of the moft Chriftian Kings would be foundation 
enough for the Turks thereon to build tropheys of eternall tri- 
umph.: But Lewis would not leave them,that they might not 
leave him, but refolved to be a commoner with them in weal 
and wo ; difdaining tobe fuch a niggard of his life as not to 
{pend it ina good caufe in fo good ee 

Forward they march, and come to the fatall place where the 
laft battel was fought. There behold the mangled, headleffe, 
handleffe, feetlefle corpfes of their fellow-countreymen. They 
knew in generall they were all their friends$ none knew his par- 
ticular friend. The caufe of this unwonted cruelty to the dead, 
was a proclamation which Melechfala made, affigning a great 
famme of money to every one who would bring the head, 
hand, or foot of a Chriftian : And this made many of his cove- 


, {tous cowards (who carried their valour in their purfes) to be 


couragious. Whileft the French were here bemoning their fel- 

lows, Melechfala came upon them with an infinite multitude, 

and put them all (being few and feeble) to the {word ; taking 

King Lewis, with his two brethren, Alphonfe and Charles, pri- 
oners. 

Inftantly the Turks went up with French enfignes to Damia- 
ta, hoping fo fuddenly to furprife it. Which proje& had it took 
effe&, then farewell King Lewis for ever. He mutt be fent a 
prefent to the Caliph of Babylon, from whom never any re- 
turned alive ; Melechfala being but Purgatory, whence there 
was redemption ; -but the Babylonian Caliph Hell ic felf, from 
whence no hope of releafe.: But God defeated their defigne ; 
forthe Turks could not French it fo handfomely,but that they 
were difcovered. The very language of their hands made them 
fufpe&ed afarre off, becaufe they could not counterfeit the 
French idiotif{mes in managing their bucklers,that nation being 
moft pundtuall and criticall in their military poftures: But bei 
come neare, it was plain for any to read Turk in their beards 
and complexions ; fo that they departed without having what

counted profaneneffe.Many bounded not themfelves within the 
banks i grief, but brake out into blafphemy,both in France and 
elfewhere, taxing Juftice it felf of being unjuft.; and not con- 
tent to se araae. bs they could not conceive,condemned Gods 
proceedings herein to be againft right, becaufe above their rea- 
fon. Fools, becaufe they could not conquer on earth,did quar- 
rel with heaven. This bad breath, though it cante but from the 
teethoffome, yet proceeded from the corrupted lungs of o- 
thers : {ome fpake but out of prefent paffion, but others even out 
of inbred Atheifme. Many who before were but lukewarm in 
religion, now turned ftark-cold. In Venice and fome other cities 
of Italy,the inhabitants whereof * Matthew Pariscalleth femi- 
chriftiands, but half- Chriftians (though this his harfh appellati- 
on wanteth three parts of charity) began wholly to tend to 
apoftafie. And now for acrutch to ftay their reeling faith, it 
was high time for the Clergie to ply the pulpits. They per{wa- 
ded thofe Rachels who in this voyage had toft any children and 
would not be,comforted, that their children were in a moft 
bleffed condition: They emptied all their boxes of their co- 
lours of rhetorick,therewith to paint out the happineffe of their 
eftate which they enjoyed in heaven: They pieced out their 
Sermons with reporting of Miracles; How William Earl of Sa- 
tisbury appeared to his *mother,and affured herthat he reigned 
moft glorious in heaven. She prefently forgot her grief for lo- 
fing her fonne, for joy that fhe had founda Saint, yea, a Martyr.

His fub- 
jets, though furious at firft in bemoning him, yet the fit paft, 
complained not fo much for him as onhim ; charging him for 
ill managing the matters in Egypt by his cowardlineffe and in- 
difcretion. His friends, the Pifans and Genoans,reviled himas 
the marrer of their mart, Damiata being formerly their moft 
gainfull port ; but now their hony was {poiled by deftroying 
the hive: For the Sultan feeing the city taken twice ofthe 
Chriftians in fhort time, to prevent further difpute abour it, 
took away the fubject of the queftion, and rafed it to the 
ground.

* Book 2. Saladine(as is touched * before). was the firft of the Tur- 
cbap4or, =| kifh Kings who began the gainfull trade of the Mammalukes. 
Thefe were Chriftian captives, brought out of Taurica Cherfo- 
nefus, and inftruéted as in Mahometani{me fo in all military | 
difcipline ; Saladine difpofing them in martiall-nurferies, and 
continuing a conftant fucceffion of them one under another. It 
is above belief how much and f{peedily they were improved in | | 
warlike exercifes : Art doubled their ftrength by teaching them 
to ufe it.

heavy tree, became a windfall. Indeed, the daftardneffe of the 
| Egyptians made thefe Mammalukes more daring and infolent. 
For theEgyptians more loved profit then honour, & wealth then 
greatneffe ; and though contented to abide Jabour, wouldin no 
wife undergo danger. Merchandife they were wholly imployed 
in ; and it feemed they ufed trading fo long,till at laft they made 
fale of their own fpirits. Yea,one could not now know Egypt to | . 
be Egypt,but onely by the overHowing of Nilus,not by any re- 
maining ancient marks of valour in the peoples dif{pofition. 
| Thus the genius of old Kingdomes in time groweth weaker, 
and doteth at the lait. —

Firft, one would think that there was fuch an indelible cha-

Secondly, it isa wonder they fhould be fo neglective of their 
own children. How many make an idol of their pofterity, and 

_ | facrifice themfelves unto it, ftripping themfelves out of necef- 
{aries to provide their heirs a wardrobe ! yea, it isa principle 
in moft moderate minds, to advance their pofterity ; thinking’ 
hereby in a manner they overcome death,and immortalize their 
memories, in leaving their names and honours to their children: 
Whereas the contrary appeared in thefe Mammalukes. 

_ Thirdly, it is admirable that they fellnot out in the eleion 
of their Prince, being in a manner all equall amongft them- | 
felves. We fee elective States in Chriftendome, though bound 
with the ftraiteft laws, often fagge afide into {chifmes and 
factions ; whereas this ftrange Empire in their choice had no 
dangerous difcords, but fuch as were quenched in the kindling. 

Laftly, whoever knew a wall that had no better cement, to 
ftand fo fure and fo long’ Two hundred fixty and {even yeares 
this State endured and yet had it to do with ftrong and puiffant 
enemies. Some Kingdomes ow their greatnefle not fo much 
to their own valourand wifdome as tothe weaknefle of their 

| neighbours: but it fared not thus with the Mammalukes.To 0- 
mit Prefter John, who neighboured them on the fouth ; on 
other fides they were encompaffed with potent oppofers:From 
whom right valiantly they defended themfelves, till in the 
yeare 1517 they were overcome by Selimus the great Tur- 
kifh Emperour. | ae!

“Hus are we fallen onthe next hindrance of fucceffe in this 
J. Holy warre, the Vitioufneffe of the undertakers. But here 
firft wemuft make an honourable refervation for many adven- 
turers herein, whom we confefle moft pious and religtous per- 
fons. Let us not raife the opinion of our own pietie by tram- 
pling on our predeceffours , as if this age had monopolized 
all goodneffe to it felf. Some no doubt moft. religious and 
truly valiant ( as fearing nothing but finne ) engaged themfelves 
with, that their zeal 
herein had either had more light or lefie heat. But with thefe, 
I fay not how many, but too many went moft wicked people, 
the caufers of the ill fucceffe. ; : | 
Tt will be objeGed, Sanctitas morums hath been made of fome 


a note of the true Church, never the figne of a fortunate ar. 
‘mie: Look on all armies generally, we fhall find them of the

_ True: but we muft not confider thefe adventurers as plain 
and mere fouldiers, but as Pilgrimes and Gods armie; in whom | 
was required, and from whom was expected more pietie and 
‘puritie of life and manners then ih ordinarie men: whereas 
on the contrarie, we fhatl make it appear, that they were more 
vitious then the common fort of men. Nor do we this outof 
crueltie or wantonneffe, to wound and mangte the memorie 
of the dead; but to anatomize and open their ulcetous infides, 
that the dead may teach the living, and leffon pofteritie. - 

_ Befides thofe that went, many were cither driven or fled to | 
the Holy land. Thofe were driven, who having committed fome 
* horrible finne in Europe, had this penance impofed on them, | 
To travel to Jerufalem to expiate their faults. Many awhore 
was fent thither to find her virginitie: Many murderer was 
enjoyned to fight in the Holy warre:, to wath off the gutty of 
Chriftian bloud by thedding bloud of Turks. The like was in 
all other offenfes; malefaGtours were fent hither to fatisfie for 
‘their former wickedneffe.

we find that many of them reverted to their former wicked- 
neffe: they loft none of their old faults and got many new, 
mending in this hot countrey as fowre ale infummer. Others 
fled hither, who having fupererogated the gallows in their 


own countreys by their feverall mifdemeanours, theft, rapes, 


inceft, murders , to avoid the ftroke of Juftice, prote&ted them- 
felves under this voyage; and coming to Paleftine, fo profited 
in thofe Eaftern fchools of vices, that they learned to be more 
artificially wicked. This plainly appeareth, as in findrie other 
Authours, fo chiefly in Tyrius, a witneffe beyond exception, 
who * often complaineth hereof. And if we value teftimonies 
rather by the weight then number, we muft credit fo grave a 
man, he writeth it with grief, and had no doubt as much 


water in his eyes as ink in his pen, and furely would be thank- | 


full to him that herein would prove him a liar.

Rove Earl of Artois upbraided ‘the Mafter of the Tem- 
plars; That it was thé common {peech, that the Holy land 
long fince had been wonne, but for thé falfé colhufion of the 
Templars and Hofpitallers with the Infidels: Which. words, 
though proceeding from paffion ih Him yet from pretmedita- 
tion in others, not made by him but related, deferve to be 
obferved the rather, becaufe common reports ( like {moke, fel- 
dome but from fome fire, never but from much heat ) are ge- 
nerally true. It isnot to be denied, but that both thefe Orders 
were guiltie herein,as appeareth by the whole current of the 
ftorie. Yea,King Almerick fairly truffed up twelve Templars at 
once, * hanging them for delivering up an impregnable fort to 
Syracon. Thefe likea deceitful a fh ay who hath more 
corruption in himfelf then the fore he dreffeth, prolonged the 
cure for their private profit; and this Holy warre being the trade 
whereby they got their gains, they lengthened it out to the 
utmoft: So that their Treacherie may pafle for the eighth im- 


pediment.

cut off the flefh of the Churches neceffary maintenance, under 
pretenfe to cure her of a tympanie of {uperfluities. Befides, 
it would be alledged, What once hath been beftowed on pious 
| ufes, muft ever remain thereto: To give a thing and take a 
thing, is a play too childith for children; much leffe muft God be | 
mocked therewith, in refwning what hath been eonferred upon | 
him. It would be argued on the other fide, That when Kings 
do perceive the Church readie to devoure the Commonwealth 
by vaft and unlimited donations unto it, and Clergie-men 
grown to fufpicious’ greatnefle, ‘armed with hurtfull and dan- 
gcrous priviledges derogatorie to the royaltie of Princes; then, 
then it is high time fox Princes to pare their overgrown great- 
neffe.

The ftrength of this: Empire confifteth either in bones o 
{ftones, men or munition. Of the firft, The beft ftake in the 
Turks hedge is his great number of Horfemen called * Tima- 
riots , conceived to exceed feven hundred thoufand fight- 
ing men: Thefe are difperfed over all his Dominions, 
and have lands allotted unto them in reward of their good 
fervice and valour, much in the nature of thofe fouldiers of 
the Romifh Empire called Beneficiarit. And indeed the Tur- 
kifh Empire refembleth the Romane in many particulars: not 
that they ever ftudied imitation, and by reading of Hiftorie 
conformed their State to Romane precedents, ( farre be it from 
us to wrong them with the falfe imputation of fo much learn- 
ing) but rather cafually they have met in fome common 
principles of policie. Of thefe Timariots, on occafion and 
competent warning’, he Can bring into the field an hundred 
and fiftie thoufand , all bound by the tenure of their lands 
to arm, clothe, feed, pay themfelves: So great an — 
| whic 
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which would drain the wealth of other Princes, doth coft the 
great Turk no drop of expenfe. | Nes 18 
Next follow his beft footmen, called Janizaries , taken 


young from their Chriftian parents (parallel to the Romane 


Pretorian fouldiers) being the guard of the Grand Signors 


perfon. But as they watch about him, fo he cafteth a watch- } 


full eye on them ; feeing of late they are grown from pain- 
full to be proud, yea infolent and intolerable: it being true of 
thefe Janizaries inthe Turkifh Empire, as of Elephants in an 
armies If well ruled, they alone are enough to winne the bat- 
tel if unruly, they alone are enough to lofe.it. As for all other 
forts of the Turks, both foot and horfe, they are but flugs; as
